COL. MORRISON 
~ SUED FOR DEBT 


An Old Railroad Transaction 
Brought Into Court. 


C. W. THOMAS THE PLAINTIFF 


Col. Morrison, as Attorney for a Rail- 
road, Signed a Bond, and a Le- 
gal Tangle Ensues. 


Col. William R. Morrison of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and a prospective 
candidate for the Democratic nomination 
for President, was in Belleville, III., on 
Tuesday. He was defendant in a suit for 
$5,000 for debt in the Circuit Court at Belle- 


ville. 

The suit was brought by Hon. Charles W. 
Thomas for himself. Mr. Thomas is a law- 
yer of prominence in Southern Illinois and 
is counsel for several large corporations. 


Col. Morrison was represented by his at- 
torneys, Hon. William 8. Forman and J. A. 
Watts, a son of the late Judge Amos Watts. 

Col. Morrison arrived in Belleville on 
Monday evening at 4:05 p. m., coming from 
East St. Louis. His appearance in Beileville 
created much excitement in that city, for it 
is the county seat of St. Clair County, the 
home of many noted politicians of both par- 
ties, and a strong Morrison town. It was 
thought by the public that his appearance 
at this particular time had something to 
do with the Hinrichsen call for a June con- 
vention of the Democracy of Illinois to 
give expression to its views on the silver 
question, and possibly on account of the 
action of the Democratic County Commit- 
tee on Saturday. That committee repudiated 
the action of Chairman Hinrichsen of the 
Democratic State Committee and by a vote 
of 13 to 9 decided not to issue any call for 
a county convention to send delegates to 
Springfield and declared that the call for the 
convention was a usurpation and undemo- 


ratic. 

"Col. Morrison received an ovation at the 
Belleville House. He was called upon and 
shook hands with hundreds of his ad- 
mirers. He declined to discuss the silver 
question or to talk about the Hinrichsen 
call or the action of the St. Clair County 
Committee. He said that he did not desire 
to de discourteous to the newspaper men, 
but that he was in Belleville for only one 
purpose, to answer an order of court in 
which he was the defendant, 

At 10 o'clock Tuesday morning Col. Mor- 
rison appeared in court, accompanied by his 
attorneys. Charies W. Thomas, the plaint- 
iff, was represented by Attorneys © harles P. 
Knispel and R. W. Ropiquet. Judge Geo. 
W. Wall sat upon the bench. It was agreed 
to try the case before him without a jury. 
It was a matter of many years’ standing, 
and Col. Morrison, according to the evidence, 
was made defendant in the case by signing 
a bond for a railroad company. 

In 1880 Col. Morrison was the attorney 
for the Cairo & St. Louis Narrow Gauge 
Railroad, which operated between St. Louis 
and Cairo. The road is now broad gauge 
and is known as the Mobile & Ohio. Henry 
Holbrock, an engineer and surveyor of 
Belleville, had obtained a judgment against 
the road for about $16,000 in the Circuit 
Court of Monroe. An injunction was ap- 
plied for to prevent the payment of the 
money to Holbrock. Col. Morrison signed 
the bond with the provision that if ‘the 
injunction was not made permanent the 
judgment was to be paid. 

On the hearing the injunction was denied, 
and judgment on the bond obtained before 
the late Judge Watts in the Monroe Circuit 
Court. Between the time the bond was 
signed and the judgment obtained the rail- 
road went into the hands of a receiver. A 
bill had previously been filed to foreclose 
the mortgage which had been given to the 
Union Trust Company of New York, in the 
United States District Court at Spring- 
field. In order to do justice to Morrison as 
security for the railroad company, G. A. 
Koerner, attorney for Morrison, and Charles 
W. Thomas, attorney for Holburn, agreed 
to make a note and d@osit in the Belleville 
Savings Bank and borrow sufficient money 
to pay off the Holbrock claim, which was 
$14.96. This money was borrowed, and to 
secure the note they deposited the certificate 
of deposit with the Belleville Savings Bank, 
from which the money was borrowed, with 
the agreement that neither the note nor 
certificate of deposit should draw any in- 
terest. Afterwards the attorney for Mor- 
rison filed an interpleader in the United 
States Court in the foreclosure suit. That 
was pending for several years, and was 
finally decided by the United States Su- 
preme Court on January 1, 1888. 

The Court ordered the receiver to pay the 
‘amount in his hands, with accrued interest, 

to Col. Morrison. The interest amounted to 
about $7,000. The judgment was paid, and 

Morrison, it appears, did not touch the in- 

terest money, but left that to the lawyers 

to agree upon for their fees in the case. 

Thomas was not satisfied with the division, 
and brought suit against Morrison, as the 

signer of the injunction bond, for his ratio 
of the accrued interest, claiming that it was 
mainly through his efforts that the money 
had been raised to satisfy the judgment. 

Richard Wangelin, Cashier of the Belle- 
ville Savings Bank, and G. Koerner 
testified that in the original agreement 
with the bank it was understood that neither 
the notenorcertificate ofdeposit should bear 
interest. This Mr. Thomas denied, and 
claimed that he ought to receive the ac- 
crued interest. 

Judge Wall took the matter under advise- 
ment, and Col. Morrison left Tuesday night 
for his home in Waterloo.

From the Cold Weather. . 


Monday night’s frost has caused more 
damage than was at first anticipated. When 
this part of the world awoke Tuesday morn- 
ing to find the éarth covered with frost a 
calamity howl went up as there does every 
spring after every frost. The more con- 
servative men were inclined to look upon it 
as a cry of wolf.

Reports from the various fruit and vege- 
table regions of Missouri and Illinois indi- 


cate that hundreds of thousands of dollars 
damage has mn done. It is estimated 
that the entire loca] grape crop has been 
destroyed. P. M. Kieley, the Third street 
commission man was visited Wednesday vy 
a grape grower from Jefferson County, a 
great grape county, and his information was 
the fruit was already blackening on the 
vines.

1 — 
to be worth $300,000. This, taken in conjunc- 
tion with the damage to the New York and 
Ohio vineyards, will make this fruit both 
scarce and high. 

The local apple crop has also received 
a severe set-back. The apples are dropping 
from the trees in great numbers as the re- 
sult of the hard frost. The extent of the 
loss cannot be told as yet, but dire results 
are feared. Peaches are thought to be in a 
better condition. They are larger and, it 
is said, have been better able to stand the 
cold. There are always too many peaches 
on a tree and the dropping of some would 
result in good. 

Strawberries have been having a tough 
time all season. First there came the 
drouth which allowed only about a half 
crop to begin with. Then came the frost 
and now the cold rain. The frost hurt the 
green berries and the cold rain is ying 
the ripe ones full of dirt and sand and keep- 
ing back the growth of those escaping the 
wintry touch. A rise in the price of the 
soft red berries is sure to follow. 

There is a difference of opinion as to 
blackberries and raspberries. Undoubted- 
ly damage has been done. Some seem to 
think they will be a total loss, but others 
do not look on the situation so seriously. 
It is really too early yet to tell. 

The usually immense potato crop of the 
Illinois bottoms is sadly wrecked. This is 
one of the greatest potato markets in the 
country. When the crop is good St. Louis 
ships to all the large cities. This will not 
be done this year. The vines are already 
blackening. Some hope that they wiil 
recover and @ crop secured after all—only 
that it will come later—but the majority 
hold to the contrary. A good many farm- 
ers came in Wednesday morning to purchase 
other kinds of seeds with which to fill the 
ground occupied by the potatoes. 

Corn is not thought to be much affected, 
as it was scarcely up. Tomatoes, cabbage 
and other transplants have been killed and 
will have to reset. Cucumbers have also 
caught it. Such vegetables as parsnips, 
carrots and the like are very hardy and 
have escaped.

but the ball flew wide of its mark. He was 
charged with assault to kill. 

Ederstrom is a traveling salesman for the 
Trask Fish Co., 512 North Second street. 
He is married and has a family living at 
767A Bayard avenue. Mr. Trask says he is 
a sober, industrious fellow and has never 
had trouble before. He is at a loss to ac- 
count for his present difficulty and wired 
him to come home at once. Ederstrom went 
out on his last trip on Monday, He covers 
Illinois territory. 


REFERRED TO THE ARCHBISHOP. 


Utterances of Phelan on the Christian 
Endeavorers Regretted by Satolli 


The Christian Endeavorers will now look 
to Archbishop Kain of this city to punish 
Rev. Fr. D. 8. Phelan for his editorial com- 
ments on their annual conventions. Mer. 
Satolli, the Papal Delegate, whom the En- 
deavorers of Asbury Park, N. J., petitioned 
to reprove Fr. Phelan, has written to Rev. 
J. P. Dawson, the sender of the memorial, 
that the matter belongs to Archbishop Kain. 
Mer. Satolli in his letter expresses regret 
that the question has arisen. 

Archbishop Kain is in the rural parts of 
his diocese administering confirmation and 
could not be seen Wednesday. A reporter 
called on Fr. Phelan, who said he had no 
comments to make, either on Mgr. Satolli’s 
action or as to what Archbishop Kain may 
or can do. 

He has received many letters denouncing 
him for his utterances. The latest is from 
Dr. John H. Seiffert of 1242 Fifth street, 
N. W., -Washington, D. C. He calls Fr. 
Phelan’s article a “hell-born insult,“ and 
declares that he is indignant at the state- 
ments made because his daughter is an 
Endeavorer. Speaking of his daughter, he 
says: She is a sincere and humble Chris- 
tian and does not go to the Christian En- 
deavor meetings to see and be with men 
Your base, hellish insult is entirely uncalled 
for, and if I ever get in reach of you 1˙11 
let you feel my presence quite sensibly, 1 
may be in St. Louis next fall.“

(California Silver League Urging 
tze Issuance of a Call. 


Coinage Democrats in 
Illinois. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 15.—Instead of 
the great results for free coinage aimed at, 
the visit to California of Gen. A. J. Warner 


of Ohio, head of the American Bimetallic 
party, and Congressman; Joseph C. Sib- 
ley of Pennsylvania, named by that organ- 
ization for President in 1896, has apparently 
been productive of the opposite effect. The 
effect is the flat secession of the State Silver 
League from Gen, Warner’s national organ- 
ization. 

The trouble was caused by the attempt of 
Gen. Warner and several Congressmen en- 
thusiastic for the remonetization of silver 
to make Sibley the Presidential candidate 
of the white metal party in the next cam- 
paign. 

The expressions of antagonism toward 
Gen. Warner’s booming of Mr. Sibley were 
so many and loud that a meeting of the 
Executive Committee was called at Los 
Angeles last Saturday afternoon. The en- 
tire matter was submitted to a sub-com- 
mittee of five to report upon. The report, 
which has been prepared characterizes the 
members of the Sibley caucus as persons 
claiming the right to dictate the party nom- 
ination for President of the United States,“ 
and of seeking a division of the bimetallic 
party by a wrongful use of party ma- 
chinery to force indorsement of the said 
candidate, regardless of the wishes of oth- 
ers in the party. as to what the issues should 
be when appealing from the money power 
to the intelligence of the American people.“ 
It plainly insinuates that the Warner-Sib- 
ley plan of advocating silver is dishonest 
and says Mr. Sibley’s adherents are evad- 
ing a vital issue.” The following excerpt Is 
an indication of its tone: 

They straddle the national bank question 

by pretending to give the general vern- 
ment the exclusive control over the issue 
and volume of paper money, when, in truth, 
their platform can be fully complied with 
by leaving the issue and volume of paper 
money wholly in the hands of the national 
banks. They attempt to lead the people into 
the belief that they who are urging Mr. Sib- 
ley for the Presidency are opposed to gov- 
ernment partnership with national banking 
institutions that control the circulating me- 
diums at the pleasure of their foreign 
stockholders.“ 
The committee therefore recommended 
the adoption of some plainly worded reso- 
lutions condemning Gen. Warner and Mr. 
Sibley; appealing to sister States to organ- 
ize like the California league and to pro- 
test against the caucus method, and call- 
ing for a national convention of State 
leagues to meet at St. Louis, March 16, 1896, 
to nominate candidates for President and 
Vice-President. The resolution charges Gen. 
Warner, as chairman of a “self-styled Na- 
tional Executive. Committee,” with estab- 
lishing rival organizations in this and other 
States to force the favorite of a caucus up- 
on the American people.“ 

It alleges that the California organiza- 
tion proposes to move henceforth inde- 
pendently of Gen. Warner and the national 
party, and it will do its utmost to bring 
about a national convention of its own in 
St. Louis next March, which it hopes will 
adopt a platform and nominate candidates 
upon the lines it lays down. 

The State Silver League also finds fault 
with Gen. Warner for limiting his efforts 
to an attempt to secure the unlimited coin- 
age of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. The league 
contains a large numper of Populists, and 
they do not think any financial platform 
would be complete unless it included a pro- 
vision for an issue of greenbacks and an 
explicit declaration against the national 
banking system and the issuance of any 
more Government bonds. 


CLOSING THE GOLD DEAL. 


The Syndicate Is Making Ready to 
Complete Its Bond Contract.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—There is still 
$12,000,000 in gold due from the bond syndi- 
cate to complete the bond contract of Feb. 8. 
The syndicate will close the deal within two 
weeks and place to its credit in the Treasury 
every ounce of gold due. The amount is ap- 
proximated at 800,000 ounces. Part is already 
in the hands of the syndicate in New York, 
part is on the water and the rest will be 
shipped from Europe within a few days. 

The business boom of the last sixty days 
has been used advantageously to create an 
enormous balance abroad in favor of the 
United States. Were the syndicate to with- 
draw its hand from the exchange market en- 
tirely, itis doubtful if a single ounce of gold 
would go abroad. The rate of exchange has 
already declined from a maximum of $4. 
to $4.86%, with commercial bills at $4.86, 
which is close to the point where gold im- 
portations should set in. 

The syndicate has absorbed a great many 
millions of dollars in gold bullion from the 
Western refineries. Were this sufficient to 
check the tide, they might be expected to 
use it in fulfillment of their agreement under 
their very profitable contract. But, as under 
adverse circumstances these millions in gold 


dicate made up its mind four weeks ago to 
make the gold delivery to the Treasury and 
get the bonds, and they can snap their fin- 
gers at the Treasury Department. 

The bond syndicate is made up of very 
shrewd men, and their shrewdness never 
was better exemplified than in ir present 
hentia to clone the deal and get possession of 
the bonds.

AT THE INSURGENTS’ MERCY. 


Predatory Bands Terrorize the Eastern 
End of Cuba. 


NEW YORK, May 15.—A special from 
Santiago, Cuba, to the World says: It is 
almost impossible to get accurate news of 
the revolution to the United States. Infor- 
mation sent by mail and telegraph is sup- 
pressed by Government censors, who are 
acting under orders. 

From news brought by men directly from 
interior provinces, it appears that all the 
eastern end of the island, with the exception 
of garrisoned towns, is at the mercy of 
predatory bands of insurgents. They are 
prowling around within six miles of the city 
of Santiago, and the Spanish soldiers are 
afraid of them. 

The village of Cainey, only five miles from 
here, has been attacked by a band of

POWERFUL LABOR UNION. 


The Newly Organized Western Federa- 
tion of Coal Miners. 

DENVER, Colo., May 15.—The most im- 
portant work accomplished in many years 
in the interest of organized labor has been 
consummated by the convention of the 
Western Federation of Miners.

The acquisi- 
tion of the coal miners makes the Western 
Federation of Miners one of the most pow- 
erful labor bodies in the W The re- 
sult of this action will be t the Federa- 
tion, which now has over 40,000 méember- 
ship, will be greatly increased in numbers 
and finaneial standing.

Maceo threatens to burn the towns of 
San Luis, Songo and Christo, because the 
Spaniards are using them as a base of 
suppies. Maceo seems to be conducting his 
campaign in small towns along the line of 
the railroads. 

In these guerilla skirmishes the Spanish 
have met with small losses so far. The 
soldiers are persistent in their efforts to 
put down the rebellion.

A FEASIBLE PROGRAMME. 


It is clear from the utterances of Chair- 
man Maffitt, Col. John H. Carroll, Zevely 
and other members that the Democratic 
State Central Committee will not call 
a State convention to consider the money 
question. , 

In order that the will of an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the voters of the State 
may be carried out it is necessary that 
the county committees take the matter 
in hand and prepare to have a convention 
called independently of the State Cen- 
tral Committee. To accomplish this ob- 
ject the Post-Dispatch suggests a plan 
which is feasible and which will bring 
benefits beyond the holding of a conven- 
tion. 

Let the various county committees 
meet and appoint one delegate for each 
county to a conference to be held at 
some central point in the State not later 
than June 15. Let this conference of 
county delegates select a central com- 
mittee for the purpose of calling a State 
convention to take action on the silver 
question, to be held not later than Aug. 
1. This central committee should meet 
and issue the convention call, fixing the 
place and date and apportioning the dele- 
gates from each county. 

The central committee appointed by 
the county delegates will have authority 
directly from the local organizations. It 
will be in thorough touch with the 
voters, which is not the case with the 
present State Central Committee, and 
can not only meet the demand of the 
party for a State convention, but can 
be of great service in shaping the pre- 
liminaries of next year’s campaign.

GOV. ALTGELD’S BRAVE VETO. 


Gov. Altgeld did a valuable service for 
the people of Illinois cities and especially 
Chicago when he vetoed the three street 
railroad bills engineered through the Gen- 
eral Assembly by the Chicago street rail- 
way lobby. 

These bills taken together imposed con- 
ditions upon the granting of franchises 
and the construction of new street rail- 
ways which insured the existing street 
railways against competition. They re- 


pealed the twenty-year limit and per- 


mitted the extension of franchises for 
ninety-nine years. -Each of them, as 
Gov. Altgeld tersely put it, “legalized 
monopoly” by granting the privilege of 
consolidation. They were designed to 
bind Chicago hand and foot in the power 
of a great railroad trust. They were so 
wholly in the interest of corporate mo- 
nopoly that the subserviency to corpora- 
tion influence of the Legislature that 
passed them is appalling. 

It was fortunate for Chicago that there 
is a man in the Governor's office with 
the courage of his convictions to head off 
the scheme of the railway lobby with a 
veto. It is gratifying to plain citizens 
everywhere to find an official who dares 
antagonize monopoly and defy its power 
in protection of the people's interests.

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CARNEGIE ANSWERS M’KINLEY. 


The Carnegie Steel Cod. announces an 
advance of 10 per cent in the wages of 
the employes of all its mills. The ad- 
vance applies to almost 25,000 men and is 
made voluntarily, notwithstanding exist- 
ing contracts for this year, and without 
prejudice to these contracts. 

The statement in the announcement 
that the advance is justified by the busi- 
ness outlook is not necessary to make it 
the strongest possible proof of brighten- 
ing prospects. The advance means that 
the company sees increased profits which 
warrant a voluntary concession to its 
employes. 

But the concession proves also that 
Tariff Reform is a good thing for both 
manufacturers and workingmen and an 
excellent promoter of general prosperity. 
This voluntary advance of wages within 
the first year of the operation of the 
new Democratic tariff law with its small 
measure of tariff reform is in sharp an. 
pleasing contrast with the constant re- 
ductions under the McKinley law with 
their consequent strikes and bloody riots. 

In voluntarily admitting his employes 
to a share of his renewed prosperity Mr.

BECRETARY GRESHAM’S BREAKDOWN. 


The fact that Secretary Gresham is 
worn out with work and worry just as 
Mr. Blaine was suggests that the office 
of Secretary of State is becoming one of 
increasing cares and perplexities. 

Between the jingoes on the one hand 
and increasing foreign complications on 
the other the burden, of foreign affairs 
is undoubtedly onerous. In the treat- 
ment of differences with foreign nations 
the greatest tact and courtesy are re- 
quired to avoig strained relations. The 
most aggressive policy and determined 
stand for principle must be clothed in 
polite language. In short, there can be 
no breach of international etiquette with- 
out disastrous results to peaceful and 
enlightened diplomacy. 

But the American diplomat who 
treats foreigners with courtesy and asks 
an apology before knocking the offender 
down, who observes the obligations and 
respects the ordinary amenities of civ- 
ilized society is at once pounced upon 
as a coward and a truckler by a howling 
mob of jingoes. He is accused of being 
a traitor to ‘“‘Americanism,” which in 
the jingo vocabulary stands for brutality, 
bluff, bulldozing and brag. He must 
make the country a hoodlum nation at 
the constant risk of a fight or be kicked 
and abused at home.

“Again, these bills woul 3 in- 
crease the value of the properties of the 
various corporations interested many mil- 
lions of dollars, to say nothing of the 
future, and all this without any effort on 
their part. It is a flagrant attempt to in- 
crease the riches of some men at the ex- 
pense of others by means of legislation. 

“It may be true that there is now in Chi- 
cago practically a monopoly in all of the 
lines of business covered by ‘these bills, 
and it may also be true that this condition 
will continue, whether these bills become a 
law or not, but there is a great difference 
between enduring an eyil which cannot be 
— and deliberately taking it into your 
arms. : 

“Some of the largest, most conservative 
and best governed cities of Europe and 
America now furnish their inhabitants gas, 
electric light and even street car service 
and do this at greatly reduced rates, an 
yet derive a large revenue from this source, 
just as Chicago now does in furnishing 
water. If we had a law permitting cities 
to do the same in this State, then, if these 
bills were adopted, the people could at any 
time free themselves from the monopoly 
by building or acquiring plants and fur- 
nishing the service themselves; or, if the 
corporations could be compelled to pay part 
of their gross earnings into the Treasury, 
then the olle would get some compensa- 
tion; or, it any citizen who suffers from 
the exactions of monopoly could, on cer- 
tain conditions, go into a court of record 
and get protection against excessive 
charges, or if the charges could be reg- 
ulated in some other manner, the case 
would be different. It is asserted that com- 
— = ee 99 public, but I 
remember at about eight ars ago gas 
sold at $1 per 1,000 feet in Chicago. Then 
the trust was formed and the price was 
at once advanced to $1.25. 

It has also been argued that the entire 
trend of modern civilization is towards 
concentration and consolidation and that 
no power can arrest this force; that all the 
anti-trust laws are a dead letter and have 
accomplished nothing; that while the law 
may now forbid one corporation from com- 
bining or consolidating with other cerpora- 
tions yet men who own stock in one cor- 
poration cannot be prevented from owning 
stock in other corporations, and conse- 
quently a number of corporations cannot 
be prevented from acting in harmony of 
working together; that great concentra- 
tions of capital can and will control any 
situation and that consequently it is idle 
to talk about competition im large cities in 
any business in which monopoly is pos- 
sible; that in Chicago we have had mon- 
opolies for many years in the lines of busi- 
ness covered in these bills and that this 
condition will continue, whether these bills 
become a law ar not. 

“It is sufficient to say in answer to this 
argument that, if it is true, then it sim ly 
shows the necessity for finding some other 
way of protecting the public, and it fur- 
nishes no excuse for an unconstitutional 
surrender by the Government to the cor- 
porations. If it is true that the days of 
competition are over, then some other 
method of protecting the public should be 
placed on the statute books before the 
State legalizes that which it has condemned 
for centuries. If the corporations involved 
require legislation to properly proteot them 
then it should be promptly passed, with 
ug meagan ‘ 

But to pass these bills under existing con- 
ditions and without any Ine would 
be to fasten a collar on the future and to 
levy tribute on generations yet to come, 
and all this simply to further enrich A few 
private individuals. It is idle to say that 
the bills can be repealed in the future, for 
if the existing corporations are now able 
to get affirmative legislation of this char- 
acter, they can easily prevent this repeal. 
Besides a repeal coul not affect any 
privileges which any corporation might, in 
the meantime, have acquired under them. 

“I am, therefore obliged to withhold my 
approval from each of these bills, be- 
cause they attempt to reverse the theory 
and traditions of government by legalizing 
monopoly, and make no provision for pro- 
tecting the public. 

‘‘Second—Because their effect would be to 
increase the riches of some men at the 
expense of others by legislation.

Stains in Linen. 


To remove iron mold or rust from any 
white cotton, linen or other vegetable fibre 
the following process is the best, as it does 
not injure the fabric. The spots are 
stretch over an earthen plate and 
moistened; salts of lemon are then strewed 
over the marks and rubbed in with a bone 
or wooden spatula until the stain is re- 
moved, afterwards thoroughly rinsing in 
warm water to remove the acid. Nearly all 
stains and dyes will be 13 by oxalic 
acid, therefore, careful usage is necessary. 
Salts of lemon, salts of sorrel, oxalic acid 
etc., is a very dangerous poison and should 
de used with due caution.

The Unit of Value. 
To the Editor of The Post-Dispatch. 

In referring to Judge Vincent’s decision 
in regard to there being a unit of value for 
both silver and gold, I want to call atten- 
tion to the fact that he has adroitly avoid- 
ed the section of law of 1792 which establish- 
ed the unit of value. We regard that he ig- 
nored and left Out the most important facts 
in relation to the unit value ontabtshed oF 
Congress in the coinage law of April 2, 1792. 

The law of 1792 reads: Dollars or units, 
each to be of the value of a Spanish milled 
dollar as the same is now current, and to 
contain 871% grains of pure silver, or 416 
grains of standard silver.“ 

Then the law established a ratio between 
the metals of 15 to 1. That made 24.7 grains 
of pure gold equal to 871% grains of pure 
silver, which was the unit of value. The 
law of 1792 fixed a $10 gold piece at 247% 
grains of pure gold and other gold coins in 
the same proportion. In 1884 Congress re- 
duced the weight of the gold coin by „ 
an eagle or $10 gold piece 232 grains o 
pure gold, but left the number of grains of 

ure silver in the silver dollar the same as 

ormerly, viz., Fix, and this remained 
unit of value until 1873 when silver was de- 
monetized. Thus it will be seen the action 
of Congress in the revision of the coinage 
laws x — grains of pure silver 
as the unit of value.

Star Routes in Alaska. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 15.—T wo some- 
what curious postal star routes have just 
been contracted for in Alaska and will soon 
be put into eperation. The shorter is about 
sixty miles in length and runs from Nutchuk 
to Orea. The mails will be carried over it 
once a month for seven months in the year. 
For the other five months both places are 
cut off from all 8 with the 
outside world by the ice. 

The other route is from Sitka to Chilkat, 
the site of the best-known gold mines in 
Alaska. It runs via Juneau and is about 
120 miles long. In summer the mails will be 
delivered by steamer and in winter in dog 
sleds over the snow. They will go once a 
month the year round.
